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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Claims 1, 1 1-19, 26, 29-33, 51-69 are pending. 

Amendment of claims 16, 30-31, 51-69 and submission of a new sequence listing in a 
communication filed on 11/21/2005 are acknowledged. 

In a telephone conversation with Lori Beardell on 2/1/2006, an agreement was reached to amend 
claim 12 to place the application in condition for allowance. 

It is noted that while claims 70-72 appear in the listing of claims as "not entered", these claims 
are not pending as they were introduced in an After Final amendment filed on 9/14/2004 which was not 
entered by the Examiner (Advisory Action mailed on 10/19/2004) and were not introduced in the 
amendment filed with the RCE of 2/25/2005.

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 



discloses nucleic acids encoding isoflavone synthases (see Siminsky et al. as previously cited), the 
Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a nucleic acid encoding the 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 66. Steele et al. (cited in previous Office actions) is no longer considered 
available prior art in view of Applicant's declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 filed on 10/19/2004. Therefore, 
claims 1, 11-19, 26, 29-33, 51-69 directed to nucleic acids encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 66, 
isolated host cells transformed with said nucleic acids, and a method to recombinantly produce the 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 66 are allowable over the prior art of record.
